For the first time since the strik e 
b egan representativ es of the strik ers 
and the traction company m et face to 
face and discu ssed the points at issu e. 
As a resu lt delay in the receiv ership 
proceedings for twenty -fou r hou rs will 
b e ask ed*in the hope that all differ­ 
ences will b e adju sted at the end of 
that time. 
The refu sal of Gov ernor Cox to send 
troops to this city in an effort to con­ 
trol the strik e, after spectacu lar riots 
had influ enced May or Henry T. H u nt 
to ask for the militia, was followed b y 
the filing of a petition b y the city of 
Cincinnati ask ing that a receiv er b e 
appointed for the company . 
After hearing argu m ents on the pe­ 
tition Ju dge Geoghagen of the com­ 
mon pleas cou rt, b efore whom the ac­ 
tion was 
b rou ght, listening to the 
pleas of attorney s for the traction com­ 
pany for more tim e in which to an­ 
swer, 
adjou rned 
cou rt 
u ntil 
today , 
when he will hear the rem ainder of 
the argu m ents and pass ju dgment. 
Rioting has b een almost continu ou s 
from the time the company attem pted 
to operate cars ou t of the Brighton 
b arns u ntil they withdrew all cars 
from the streets. 
While a riot that 
occu rred at the Brighton b arns prob ­ 
ab ly prov ed the most seriou s, y et one 
a little later at Fou rth av enu e and 
Vine street was the more spectacu lar. 
Small steel b eams, b arrels of plas­ 
ter and b ags of cement were hu rled 
u pon a passing car from the u pper 
floors of the thirty -fou r-story b u ilding 
of the Union Central Life Insu rance 
company . 
The car was wreck ed, b u t 
lu ck ily the list of Inju red comprised 
mostly r m i hu rt to the ex tent of small 
b ru ises and cu ts.

H enry Du dley , su perintendent of the 
mine; Henry Fairhu rst, Cly de Haw­ 
k ins, H enry Brant, Rob ert Alton, Mik e 
Mery , John Tink o, Mik e Yacho, Mik e 
Berb is, Clarence Brown, John Geozie, 
Clem Martinsk y , Pete Du lik y , Pete Po- 
lah, Pete Fu ta. 
Su perintendent Du dley and fou rteen 
men had entered the mine Satu rday 
ev ening to lay an ex tension of some 
track s into the mine after the regu lar 
day ’s work was ov er. 
They w ere 
ab ou t one and a q u arter miles from the 
entry . 
Ab ou t 7 o’clock there was an 
ex plosion 
and 
the 
work men 
were 
b lown in all directions. 
Some b odies 
were fou nd ov er 300 feet from the spot 
where they had b een work ing. 
The ex plosion was heard ou tside 
the mine and a call was made for v ol­ 
u nteers to e nte r the work ings. 
Res­ 
cu ers entered the mine shortly b efore 
midnight and, work ing their way into 
the mine, fou nd Roy Yeager ab ou t 300 
feet from the scene of the ex plosion. 
Yeager, who was aliv e, was u nab le to 
rise on accou nt of a b rok en leg, and 
he prob ab ly owes his life to the b rok en 
leg. 
Ly ing on the floor, he did not 
inhale the fu mes of the afterdamp. 
The party carried him to a mine car 
and started toward the entrance. One 
of the rescu ing party , Henry Fair­ 
hu rst, Tv ent ahead to clear away deb ris 
from the track and was ov ercome b y 
afterdamp. 
He was placed in the car 
with Yeager, while the others in the 
party crawled on their hands and 
k nees to the entrance, pu shing the car 
ahead of them. F airhu rst died a short 
time later. 
Others in the party su f­ 
fered 
greatly from 
the 
afterdamp. 
Yeager was tak en to the hospital at 
Camb ridge and will recov er. 
It is b eliev ed that all the men m et 
instant death.
